Throughout the history of astro¬ 
nomy, those celestial bodies which 
because of distance or extremely j 
dense atmospheres, have been allo- 
ted various and differing charac¬ 
teristics by astronomers.

Wo seldom pause long .enough in

Of course, wo have 
no criterion by which to judge what 
would bo nearest to truth for it is 
truth that wo seek, and if we know 
truth we would not seek it. How¬ 
ever, wo should remember thetsmath¬ 
eme tics is the foundation of science 
and then remember the simplest and 
most common of all arithmetic prob¬ 
lems and it's answer* Tiro plus 
two equals four. 

This simple problem and it's an¬ 
swer can be on example to the-men 
of science today who, after being 
handed the two digits, proceed to 
prove that combined, they are 7 
or 8.
